Tuesday
City Councilmen last night 

cleared the way for a long- 
awaited study of the Torrance 
city charter by agreeing on 
plans for the formation of a 
citlsens' study group.

At the suggestion of Mayor 
Albert Isen, councllmen voted 
to appoint a 7-man commit­ 
tee which will meet and 
select 14 other residents of 
the city to serve on a 21- 
member study group.

Each councilman will ap­ 
point one of the original sev­ 
en members. A brief person­ 
nel session will be held at S 
p.m. next Tuesday to discuss 
the appointments. 

     
THE INITIAL appointments 

presumably will be made fol­ 
lowing that session.

Several organizations, in 
eluding the Torrance League 
of Women Voters and the 
Torrance Chamber of Com­ 
merce, have urged the coun­ 
cil to begin a thorough citi­ 
zens review of the charter. 
Such a review was promised 
following a special election 
last November.

Councilmen previously have 
indicated that the citizens' 
group will be given a free 
reign to examine and ques­ 
tion every section of the 
charter.

MAYOR ISEN warned that 
the 14 additional members to 
be added to the committee 
"will not be two more ap­ 
pointments by each council 
man." The seven-man com­ 
mittee will be'left alone to 
select additional members, he 
said.

All members of the com 
tnittee will be residents of 
the city, it was indicated.

Councilmen generally have 
agreed they want to remove 
any study of the charter from
the control 
agencies.

Bank Buys School Bonds - - -
A $1 million Torrance school bond issue was 

sold yesterday to the Bank of California. The 
county Board of Supervisors approved sale of the 
bonds to the bank, which submitted a low bid of 
:i.r»H52 per cent Interest. Th« issue is the first 
from the $i» million in bonds authorized by voters 
at a special school election last June 7. Bids on 
the Torrance bonds ranged to a high of 3.U2I08. 
School officials hailed the low bid as "very 
good" and noted that one school district was re­ 
quired to pay 4.23 per cent on bonds sold yester­ 
day.
